Pays Tribute to 
Offset Printing 
Back in September 1965 when 


The Star announced it was 
junking its letterpress printing 
plant and switching to the off- 
set 
system—which 
was 
ac- 


complished with a trial run Dec. 
29, 1965, and made permanent 
Jan. 7, 1966,—not many of our 
readers knew what we were 
talking about. 


And they had reason to be 


skeptical that first month of 
offset production because of the 
poor reproduction of our news 
pictures—which should show up 
best with the offset process. Our 
trouble was 
with in-plant 


photography, due to bad advice 
from trade photographers who 
knew nothing about newspaper 
production. After a month of 
experimentation "on our own" 
we solved the problem—and 
began receiving congratulations. 


The problem was solved not by 


listening to "experts" but by 
observing other newspapers 
which had made the switch to 
offset with outstanding success. 
I carried an engraver's mag- 
nifying glass in a pocket for 
a month examining the dot 
formation in pictures in several 
offset newspapers and one night 
I discovered the secret from 
close study of Sam Hodges' 
Benton Courier, then a weekly 
paper, now a daily. We simply 
weren't giving enough exposure 
when re-photographing our 
pictures 
in the plant. We 


corrected this—and we were on 
our way. 


Offset first occurred to us 


when in the Spring of 1959 we 
attempted to print on our old 
flatbed press the Golden West 
pictorial tabloid—a report on 
our 
newsboys' 
journey 
to 


Yellowstone National Park in 
August 1958. The edition was 
more than 50 per cent pictures— 
and what we discovered was that 
a flatbed press couldn't bring up 
enough ink. Pictures require 10 
times as much ink as type does. 


I had to take our printing 


forms to Wallace Hurley's 
commercial printing plant at 
Camden, re-proof the pages, and 
get the Golden West edition out 
on Hurley's big rotary offset 
press. 


I knew then that the flatbed 


press was obsolete, wrote a long 
technical letter to Goss Printing 
Press Co. at Chicago, and sent a 
copy to Editor & Publisher, trade 
paper of American and Canadian 
dailies. 


Two things happened: Editor 


& Publisher featured the letter 
in a double-column "spread," 
and within six months the Goss 
company quit making flatbeds 
and began manufacturing rotary 
offset machines. However, when 
equipping our own plant I bought 
a Fairchild press, that firm 
being one of the pioneers in 
rotary offset and we were 
already using some of their other 
equipment—principally their 
electronic picture engraver 
known as the Scanagraver. 


The Star was the fourth of 


Arkansas' 31 dailies to convert to 
offset printing. Now more than 
half of both dailies and weeklies 
in the state use this system. 


Arkansas Gazette published a 


fine and technically correct story 
on the offset conversion this past 
Sunday, getting some of its in-

Shah of Iran 
Threatens 
Oil Firms

TEHRAN (AP) — The Shah of 


Iran has threatened Western oil 
companies with widespread na- 
tionalization in the next decade. 


Shah Mohammed Reza Pahle- 


vi told a news conference Sun- 
day that Iran might take over 
the refining of its oil when 
present contracts expire in 1979. 


"The oil companies then will 


come only as buyers and cus- 
tomers and take our oil to its 
destination," he said. "We shafl 
then invest in the countries in 
which the oil is sold. This woufl 
make us partners in a down- 
stream operation right to the 
gas station. That is my hope 
and my goal." 


The ruler of one of the biggest 


oil producers in the Middle 
East, the Shah said that unless 
the companies and producer na- 
tions reach a new price agree- 
ment by Feb. 3, the 10 members 
of the Organization for Petrole- 
um Exporting Countries will 
join in counter measures that 
"might be anything, including a 
stoppage of oil." 


But the Shah said the negotia- 


tions have not deteriorated into 
a crisis and won't so long as the 
companies do not try to "bluff 
us or put on such pressure that 
they think they can make us 
surrender."

The 
companies have offered a five- 
year agreement with prices ad- 
justed annually to compensate 
inflation, but they want a uni- 
form agreement for all 10 na- 
tions.

Libyan Premier 
Muammar 


Kadafi says the Arab world has 
1,000 
planes, 5,000 tanks and a 


million men but lacks the unity 
needed to mobilize them against 
Israel. 


He said the Arab forces "are 


scattered and I doubt very 
much that they can participate 
in a battle against Israel be- 
cause of political differences." 


What the Arab world needs, 


Kadafi said, is a recognized po- 
litical leader because "policy in 
some Arab countries is com- 
pletely paralyzed." He termed 
Jordan's King Hussein weak 
and said the Palestinian guerril- 
la groups are badly splintered. 


Kadafi spoke Sunday at a ral- 


ly in Zavia, Libya, commemo- 
rating the deaths of more than 
20 students during riots in Janu- 
ary 1964 against King Idris. Ka- 
dafi came to power in the mili- 
tary coup that overthrew the 
king in September 1969. 


Israel, meanwhile, renewed 


its pledge to seek peace in the 
Middle East through U.N. envoy 
Gunnar Jarring's negotiations, 
but 
expressed 
dissatisfaction 


over Arab responses to the 
talks. 


A communique issued by the 


Israeli Cabinet described as 
"polemical" the Arab proposals 
presented last week to Jarring. 
Foreign Minister Abba Eban 
told the Cabinet that Egypt and 
Jordan were ignoring the essen- 
tials in Israel's peace proposals. 


Israel's deputy premier, Yigal 


Allon, said in a newspaper arti- 
cle that a settlement with Egypt 
and Jordan might force new 
elections in Israel. He said disa- 
greement in the coalition gov- 
ernment 
over the extent to 


which Israel should withdraw 
from lands occupied in the 1967 
war could result in dissolution 
of the Knesset, Israel's parlia- 
ment. 


Sources in Israel 
reported 


that 60 students, all Russian 
Jews, are being held in a Soviet 
jail on charges of bribing uni- 
versity officials. The inform- 
ants, former Soviet 
subjects 


who now are Israeli citizens, 
said the students were arrested 
several months ago in Kishinev, 
the capital of Moldavia. They 
said four Russian officials who 
allegedly accepted money to ad- 
mit the young Jews to a univer- 
sity also were arrested. 


The informants said 
they 


thought those being held would 
be brought to trial soon. They 
said payoffs to education offi- 
cials are a common practice in 
the Soviet Union because enroll- 
ment in the universities is limit- 
ed and competition to get in is 
great.

The review will begin with a 


hearing, probably in April, with 
a final decision expected by the 
term's end in June. 


Through subsidiaries and divi- 


sions Greyhound provides indus- 
trial catering services and oper- 
ates restaurants, cafeterias and 
other eating facilities. 
Grey- 


hound's food operations yielded 
revenues of about $124 million in 


1969. 


Greyhound replaced the Gen- 


eral Host Corp. in May 1970 as 
intended controller of Armour. 
The Justice Department had op- 
posed the General Host plan 
also as a violation of the 1920 
decree since General Host oper- 
ates some 3«0 grocery stores as 
well as restaurants, lodges and 
coffee shops.

nounced Sunday in Conakry dur- 
ing a rally in the Conakry foot- 
ball stadium.

German, Herman Siebold, who 
Guinean authorities said com- 
mitted suicide in his cell, was 
given a life sentence posthu- 
mously. 


The names of those sentenced 


to death were not given, but 
most of those on trial were Gui- 
nean exiles and Guineans taken 
prisoner at the time of the inva- 
sion. The radio said 33 addition- 
al death sentences in absentia 
were pronounced. 


President Toure has said that 


he will extend no clemency. It 
was believed that those con- 
demned to death would be exe- 
cuted publicly in the country's 
various regions.

The astronauts—Alan B. Shep- 


ard Jr., Edgar D. Mitchell and 
Stuart A. Roosa—planned sever- 
al hours with doctors today. 


Purpose of the extensive ex- 


amination is to make certain 
the pilots are physically fit and 
to provide medical data for in- 
flight and post-flight compari- 
son.

to Pay $20 
Million 


NEW YORK (AP) - It will 


cost the American Baskelball 
Association about $20 million to 
sign 33 players selected in ils 
college drafl because of the bid- 
ding war with the rival National 
Basketball 
Association, says 


ABA Commissioner Jack Dolph. 


Dolph's 
estimate

came in the aftermath of a busy 
weekend for the league, which 
held its annual draft of the na- 
tion's college stars and an 
East-Wesl All-Star game 
in 


Greensboro, N.C. 


Providing a big chunk of the 


Dolph estimate would be Artis 
Gilmore, Jacksonville's 7-fool-2 
center picked in Ihe firsl round 
by the Kentucky Colonels. Gil- 
more reportedly is seeking a 
$2.7 million contract 


The ABA was reported by the 


Charlotte Observer to have au- 
thorized a $2 million, five-year 
contract for Gilmore at a league 
meeting in Memphis, Tenn., last

Dolph said 
the 
ABA had 


reached agreements with agents 
reportedly representing the col- 
legians, but denied that they 
had actually signed contracts, 
as reported. 


"The stories out of Greens- 


boro, N.C., are shot full of inac- 
curacies," Dolph said, referring 
to reports that Gilmore, Howard 
Porter of Villanova, Jim Mc- 
Daniels of Western Kentucky 
and Ken Durrett of LaSalle had 
signed contracts. 


However, he added, "Some of 


the players mentioned have not 
signed and others not mentioned 
have signed with agents. We 
haven't talked to any players, 
only agents who say they can 
deliver certain 
players. We 


have reached agreements with 
those agents." 


Dolph defended the ABA's ac- 


tion of signing players with col- 
lege eligibility remaining, point- 
ing out that a college player is 
not allowed to have an agent un- 
der NCAA rules. 


"If a kid has signed with an 


agent, he already has broken 
the eligibility rule," he said.

tee his contract by going 
after one specific suit he 
should go after that suit. If 
he can attack two or even 
three suits he should start 
with the suit that will allow 
him to go after the others 
later on."

My husband says 
it is all foolishness, but I 
would rather be dead than 
bald. Would you please tell 
me who I should see or 
what to do to help me? We 
don't have much money, but 
I'd gladly go to work if 
necessary. 


Dear R e a d e r—Baldness 


in women is more common 
than 
you 
might 
think, 


although it usually occurs in 
later years. Of course, you 
are not bald YET. There are 
a lot of causes for baldness. 
Sometimes it is the result of 
a 
glandular 
disturbance. 


The small gland at the base 
of the brain sometimes is 
injured in childbirth and 
leads 
to 
mutliple 
gland 


problems. The thyroid gland 
function is important, too. 


N e r v o u s n e s s 
some- 


times causes a loss of hair 
—even in patches. This may 
be a contributing factor in 
your case. 


Another cause for loss of 


hair is frequent use of harsh 
chemicals in beauty treat- 
ments. That trip to 
(he 


beauty parlor every Satur- 
day may be costing you 
more than money. Consid- 
ering some of the things 
that are done to hair it is a 
wonder that any of it sur- 
vives. 


I think you really ought 


to go see a skin specialist 
(dermatologist). He can tell 
you if you also need some 
studies for endocrine gland 
function or if you just need 
to stop all those hair treat- 
ments. 


If your loss of hair is 


c a u s e d by nervousness, 
perhaps knowing this is the 
cause will help you to relax 
and nature will solve your 
problem.

much money, why don't you 
drop the beauty parlor off 
your list of expenses for 
awhile and merely shampoo 
your hair at home (not too 
often) for a few weeks and 
see what happens?

Tells Welfare 
Deft, to Hot 
Use Hotels 


NEW YORK (AP) - Mayor 


John V. Lindsay has ordered an 
immediate halt to the practice 
of using hotels as temporary 
housing for welfare or reloca- 
tion families except "in cases of 
extreme emergency, such as 
fires." 


Even those exceptions, he 


said, can be made only with the 
approval of the administrator or 
his designee in either the Hu- 
man Resources Administration 
or the Housing and Develop- 
ment Administration, depending 
on the type of case. 


The use of hotels as tempo- 


rary shelter because of the 
housing shortage has come un- 
der increasing fire, particularly 
when a welfare family of five 
was sent to the posh Waldorf- 
Astoria for two days last week 
at a cost of $152.64. 


Welfare workers said subse- 


quently that the Waldorf was a 
comparative bargain, citing in- 
stances where the city paid up 
to $1,240 a week for house wel- 
fare families in considerably 
less elegant settings. 


In his order Sunday, the may- 


or directed the two city agen- 
cies to "mount a coordinated 
program to relocate the families 
presently living temporarily in 
hotels." There are about 1,100 
such families. 


HRA Administrator Jule M. 


sugarman said there was no 
way to eliminate hotel place- 
ments but added, "The mayor's 
directive makes it clear that ev- 
ery alternative must be taken 
and then only as a last resort 
will a family be placed in a ho- 
tel." 


Sugarman said a new state- 


approved plan that allows the 
city to pay back rent and deduct 
it from future welfare payments 
to prevent evictions might elim- 
inate about 25 per cent of the 
cases.

Early Entry 
Brings Up 
Protection

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 


George McGovern's early entry 
into the presidential race has 
posed a sticky problem for the 
government in deciding when a 
major White House candidate is 
entitled to Secret Service pro- 
tection. 


By one interpretation, the 


South Dakota Democrat will 
have to wait until the spring of 
1972 and the start of the presi- 
dential primaries before he gets 
Secret Service bodyguards. 


By another version, he could 


be 
entitled 
to 
protection 


immediately if a committee set 
up by Congress acts swiftly in 
cooperation with the Secretary 
of the Treasury. 


McGovern said through an 


aide he will await the govern- 
ment's decision on whether he 
will be offered protection. "We 
have made no application for 
it," the aide said. 


After the 1968 assassination of 


Sen. Robert F. Kennedy, Con- 
gress approved a resolution pro- 
viding Secret Service 
body- 


guards for all major candidates 
for the White House. 


But the protection isn't auto- 


matic—and neither is the timing 
of it. 


The resolution authorizes a 


special committee of House and 
Senate leaders to recommend to 
the Secretary of the Treasury 
the candidates to be protected. 


The Treasury chief makes the 


decision based on the recom- 
mendation and then offers the 
protection to the candidates, 
who can accept or reject it. 


The committee is composed of 


the speaker and minority leader 
of the House and the majority 
and minority leaders of the Sen- 
ate, plus one member of Con- 
gress selected by the commit- 
tee. 


Because 
McGovern 
an- 


nounced so early and because 
Congress has barely organized, 
no one has given much thought 
whether the new presidential 
contender should get protection 
now. 


The law doesn't say when. But 


some officials said the legisla- 
tive history—debate and discus- 
sion—surrounding passage of 
the resolution sugges(S*the pro- 
tection was intended only after 
the primaries get under way.

woman, who had complained of 
a persistent obscene phone call- 
er, was asked whether she could 
keep him on the 
line long 


enough to make a trace possi- 
ble. 


"Sure," she replied. "I talked 


to him for 45 minutes the other 
night." 


That's the story told by Nor- 


man Bach, director of Bell Tele- 
phone Co.'s anonymous call bu- 
reau in Western Pennsylvania, 
to illustrate what he considers a 
major factor in the obscene call 
problem: 
The willingness of 


some people to lend an ear. 


Bach's first rule of phone use 


is simple: "If the caller won't 
identify himself, hang up." 


"In the majority of cases 


we've had, the person who is 
making the call is an exhibition- 
ist," Bach explained. "He has to 
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have an audience or his effort is 
wasted. There is no doubt in my 
mind that if everyone would 
hang up it would really cut this 
thing down." 


Thus far, Bach says, the bu- 


reau has identified some 5,700 
persons responsible 
for such 


calls.' "But by doing so we be- 
lieve we have disposed of about 
50,000 cases," he said. "In some 
instances one man or woman is 
responsible for calls to scores of 
victims." 


An anonymous call conviction 


in Pennsylvania carries penal- 
ties from $500 and one year in 
jail to $5,000 and five years. 
Investigations by Bach's bureau 
have led to 700 convictions. 


"Our experience has been, 


however, that most people don't 
want to prosecute," he said. 


"Very often the caller is a 


neighbor, a relative or someone 
with whom they may have had 
an argument or an unsatisfacto- 
ry business dealing. Quite often 
the callers are mentally ill or 
just working off a 
childish 


peeve." 


Sometimes Bell investigators 


break a case with one phone 


Printed by Offset 


call.

we were concerned about the 
cost of armaments and that in 
the Congress we were trying to 
do something about it, that we 
reduced the President's own 
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budget in this field, that we 
were trying to divert these re- 
sources to more constructive 
purposes." 


Muskie discussed his conver- 


sation with Kosygin in a taped 
CBS television interview with 
Merv Griffin to be broadcast 
later this week. 


Muskie said during the inter- 


view that he was not in the So- 
viet Union "to solve any prob- 
lems, because I have no official 
capacity to do that." 


Asked afterwards whether he 


might be criticized on diplomat- 
ic grounds for discussing with 
Kosygin American viewpoints 
differing from those of the ad- 
ministration, Muskie 
replied, 


•'Since I can say it here on the 
Senate floor, I don't see any 
damn reason why I can't say it 
to Kosygin." 


Sen. George 
McGovern of

LOUISVILLE, Ky. (AP) - 


Roman Catholic leaders say 
their church now cooperates 
closely with the National Coun- 
cil of Churches, but whether 
American Catholicism will be- 
come a full-fledged member re- 
mains uncertain. 


Bishop Joseph L. Bernardin of 


Washington, D.C., general sec- 
retary of the National Confer- 
ence of Catholic Bishops, says 
there are not yet "any substan- 
tive indications as to the prob- 
able final decision." 


But "collaboration is already 


a fact" both with the World and 
National councils, which include 
most major Protestant and Or- 
thodox bodies, he told leaders of 
the U.S. interdenominational or- 
ganization Sunday night. 


"The 
Catholic Church has 


made her commitment to ecu- 
menism clear and solid," he 
said. 


His remarks, read in his ab- 


sence by Msgr. Bernard Law, 
executive director of the Catho- 
lic interreligious affairs com- 
mittee, came in a progress re- 
port on a study of possible Cath- 
olic membership in the council. 


It is made up of 33 denomina- 


tions totaling 42.5 million Chris- 
tians. 


Its general secretary, Dr. R. 


H. Edwin Espy, said the council 
already had indicated its eager- 
ness 
for 
full-scale 
Catholic 


membership. 


But the joint Protestant-Cath- 


olic study group, which a year 
ago began examining the ques- 
tion, reported it has not yet 
reached any conclusions. 


The Rev. John Hotckin of 


Washington, a Catholic partici- 
pant, told a news conference 
that findings may be ready by 
next fall. He said the "working 
hypothesis" is that the Catholic 
Church will become a member, 
and the study seeks to iron out 
technical problems involved.

Federal Trade Commission pro- 
posed today that soap manufac- 
turers publicly admit phosp- 
hates contribute to water pollu- 
tion and tell consumers exactly 
how much of the chemical is in 
each recommended amount of

The FTC said the rule would 


allow the public to compare for 
the first time the phosphate con- 
tents of detergents. 


Under a proposed regulation 


made public today, all detergent 
advertising and each package of 
the soap would have to clearly 
and conspicously state: 


"Warning: Each recommend- 


ed use level of this product con- 
tains ( 
) grams of phospho- 


rus, which contributes to water 
pollution. Do not use in excess. 
In soft water areas, use of 
phosphates is not necessary." 


The proposed rule, which can- 


not become final until approved 
by the five-member commission 
following a public hearing, also 
would require a list on deter- 
gent packages of all ingredients 
by their common names. 


That provision would include 


enzyme additives, which have 
been 
criticized 
for 
possible 


harmful effects on humans, said 
Wayne Cooper, the FTC lawyer 
who wrote the proposed rule. 


Phosphates are put in deter- 


gents to soften water so that 
other ingredients can do an ef- 
fective job of cleaning. The de- 


tergent industry, while admit- 
ting privately that phosphates 
do contribute to water pollution, 
maintains they are the safest 
water 
softening 
ingredient 


available. 


The Soap and Detergent Asso- 


ciation, whose members include 
most detergent makers, took is- 
sue with the FTC proposal. 


"Any 
need for phosphate in- 


formation for the consumer has 
already been met by the indus- 
try, which announced on Nov. 9, 
1970, that household laundry and 
dishwasher detergents would be 
labeled nationally as to the per 
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cent of phosphorous in the for- 
mula, and also its equivalent in 
grams per recommended use 


Tut Cooper said the decision 
to issue the proposed rule came 
after review by the FTC of the 
voluntary disclosure plan pro. 
posed by the association. He 
said the disclosures by at least 
some of the association's mem- 
bers appeared "clearly. decep- 
tive and totally inadequate."
